“Gosh,  we’ve  had  a  good  time,”  said  one  corpulent  delegate  as  he  elbowed 
his  way  through  a  happy  crowd  at  the  interurban  station  Saturday  afternoon, 
October  24.

It  went  over  big;  it  registered  more  delegates  than  any  preceding  gathering;  it 
had  a  better  program  than  any  ever  before  arranged.
